1.  All  subscribers  of  $!.()()  and  upwards  k»  tbt>  funds 
of  the  Society  shall  be  menil)ers  for  the  year. 

2.  Each  member  will  be  furnished  with  a  Member's 
Ticket  and  three  gate  tickets. 

3.  Member's  ticket  gootl  for  one  admission  eadi  day; 
checks  entitling  holder  to  return  same  day  as  issued  may 
be  had  at  gate. 

4.  All  entries  of  stock  or  articles  for  exhibition  must 
be  made  on  proper  Entry  Forms  with  the  Secretary  on  or 
before  Saturday,  September  10th. 

5.  All  articles  ot  nianufaeture,  including  laflies'  work, 
shall  have  been  manufactured  during  the  present  year. 
All  Animals  aJid  Articles  must  be  the  bona*fide  property  of 
the  exhibitor,  and  must  be  imjduced  on  the  exhibitor's  farm 
or  holdhjg  the  present  year. 

0.  No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  compete  in  more  than 
one  Section  w  Class,  excepting  in  Pens  of  Sheep  and 
specials. 

7.  Cows  must  have  had  calves  the  present  year,  or  be 
evidently  well  gone  in  calf. 

8.  No  exhibitor  will  be  allowed  more  than  one  prize 
in  each  section,  excepting  in  \Ave  Stock.
